ATION MANDATE AND AFTERNOON SESSIONS TO TAKE UP DISCUSSION OF

FOLLOW- ON). UK OPENED SESSION WITH PROPOSAL TO THIS GENERAL

2. COMMENT: FACT THAT MOST NATO DELEGATIONS EXPLICITLY 
ENDORSED COMMENCEMENT OF WORK ON BASKET III, AND NONE OPPOSED, 
WAS DUE IN GOOD PART TO US PRODDING DURING CORRIDOR AND NATO 
CAUCUS CONVERSATIONS. FOR EXAMPLE, IN NATO CAUCUS MORNING OF 
MARCH 27, BELGIAN REP ( HERPIN) SAID HE HAD FIRM INSTRUCTIONS 

TO OPPOSE THIS STEP. VEST LATER TOLD HIM PRIVATELY THAT US

DISCUSSION FROM PROCEDURAL MATTERS. FRANCE ALSO OFFERED
